AERO FINDS NOBILE; 
FOOD AND SUPPLIES 


Radio Guides Italian to 
spot Where Italia’s 
survivors Camp. 


GUNS, RUBBER BOATS 
AND LAMPS PROVIDED 


No Word Yet of Amundsen; 
Search for Flier and 
Others Next Step. 


King’s Bay, Spitzbergen, June 20 
(A.P.).—Barren Arctic vastness tonight 
had divulged the retreat of six men 
who had dared it, but its white ice- 
Clad reaches had swallowed six more— 
one of: them a seer in its lore—and 
had hidden them from view. 

Gen. Umberto Nobile, chief of the 
dirigible Italia, and five of his crew, 
were found on their ice-cake home to- 
day and given food and supplies, but 
the veteran Roald Amundsen and Rene 
Guilbaud, who left Tromsoe, Norway, 
Monday for Spitzbergen, had been lost 
for two days with little or nothing to 
indicate where they might be. With 
them were Lief Dietrichtsen and three 
others, crew of the seaplane. 

Ten others, too, are lost—the three 
men who started afoot toward land 
after the Italia crashed, and the seven 
who remained with the dirigible and 
were borne away to the east when the 
gas bag, lightened by the loss of nine 
of its crew, rose again. 


Found By An Italian. 


Though ‘trips through the air in 
search of Nobile have been under way 
for several days by the Norwegians, 
Capt. Rilser-Larsen and Lieut. Luetzow 
Holm, it remained for a fellow Italian. 
Maj. Maddalena, in the _ seaplane, 
Savoia 55, finally to find Gen. Nobile. 
Three times the stranded men had 
seen the planes of their would-be 
rescuers flying in the sky above them, 
and three times they had seen them 
pass them by. The fourth time, as a 
result of carefully prearranged wireless 
signalling, Maddalena, who yesterday 
had been unable himself to see the 
marooned men, though they saw him, 
reached them and dropped 650 pounds 
of food and supplies by parachute be- 
fore returning to his base at King’s 
Bay. 

Maddalena’s discovery materially 
brightens the prospect of the Nobile 
group. They have discovered through 
the wireless beacon improvisation how 
to bring the rescue planes and ships 
to them, and they have food and sup- 
plies now to live on the ice floes indef- 
initely. Rescue they now may regard 
at most as a matter of days, and life 
on the ice floes should be relatively 
comfortable from now on.

Australian Steamer Asks for 
Warship; Tells of Eight 


Desperate Men. 
Colombo, Ceylon, June 20 (A.P.).— 
The British cruiser Enterprise has re- 
ceived a wireless message from the Aus- 
tralian Commonwealth liner, Jervis Bay. 
out of Adelaide on June 9 for London, 
stating that she was having trouble 
with “eight desperate stowaways.” 

The message asked if there were any 
warships in her vicinity, placing her 
track at 1,780 miles east and 42 north 
of Galle, Ceylon, proceeding toward 
Colombo. 

The Enterprise, which is stationed in 
the East Indies, replied: ‘‘No warship 
in vicinity. Report if situation serious.” 
It is thought that the mileage east 
of Galle was picked up incorrectly and 
should be 780 as the figures given 
would place the ship off her course. 
London, June 20 (A.P.).—London of- 
fices of the Commonwealth Line said 


today that they had heard nothing from 
the Jervis Bay, although she carries a 
short wave wireless capable of commu- 
nicating with London. Agents said the 
steamship had 600 passengers and a 
crew of 120.

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LYNCHING AT HOUSTON 
ARNDUSES OTATE HEADS 


$10,000 Is Voted for Inquiry; 
Rangers to the Scene; 
Grand Jury Busy. 


HOSPITAL INVADED BY 8 


Houston, Tex., June 20 (A.P.).— 
Stirred by the first lynching here in 
50 years, municipal, county and State 
officials joined today in an: intensive 
search for the eight unmasked white 
men who éarly this morning took Rob- 
ert Powell, 24-year-old negro slayer, 
from a hospital cot and hanged him 
from a bridge outside Houston. 

The fact that the lynching took place 
while the national political spotlight Is 
turned on the city caused officials par- 
ticular concern, and quick steps were 
taken in an effort to fix responsibility. 

An appropriation of $10,000 was voted 
by the city council for an investigation 
by a committee of six, 
of which are negroes. 

District Judge Langston King charged 
the grand jury to drop all other matters 
while it inquires into the lynching. 

Gov. Dan Moody, at Austin, offered 
a reward of $250 for the arrest of each 
participant in the lynching and sent a 
detail of Texas rangers here to join oth- 
ers assigned to duty for the Democratic 
national convention. 

Powell was charged with the killing 
of A. W. Davis, city detective, in a gun 
fight here Sunday morning. The negro 
was shot in the stomach and was in 
a serious condition when the lynchers 
entered the hospital early this morning 
with drawn revolvers, placed a rope 
around his neck and carried him to an 
automobile, in which he was whisked 
away. 

Policemen found the body swinging 
from the bridge several hours later. 

One meager clew was developed which 
investigators believed might lead to the 
apprehension of the lynchers. A negro 
attendant at the hospital told officers 
one of the party wore a blue coat with 
gold braid on the left sleeve and over 
the left breast and also wore a stiff cap. 

In a statement the Houston commis- 
sion on interracial cooperation, com- 
prising both white and negro members, 
said it felt the “law-enforcing officers 
of the State would leave no effort un- 
done to bring to justice the perpetrators 
of this outrageous crime.”

Accuses Proctor Further. 

Moreno went back to the days be- 
iore rhe fatal shooting of Busch, which 
occurted on September 26, 1926.

Moreno then related how he, Eagles, 
Proctor and Reva Cooper, a woman who 
lived with Eagles, all armed, went down 
into nearby Virginia and held up half a 
dozen gasoline filling stations. “All of 
us had gunz,” he said, “even Pal Eagles 
(Reva Cooper).”

D. A. R. Will Try Members 
Today in Blacklist Case 


Boston and Mountain Lakes, N. J.. Women Must De- 
fend Selves Against Charges of “Conduct Disturbing 
to Harmony of Society,” Preferred by 19. 


Mrs. Helen Tufts Bailie, of Boston, 
and Mrs. Mary P. MacFarland, of 
Mountain Lakes, N. J., both members 
of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, have been summoned to 
appear before the national board of 
management of that organization 
meeting in Memorial Continental Hall 
this morning to answer charges of 
“conduct disturbing the harmony of 
the society,” preferred by nineteen 
members of the D. A. R. 

These charges were signed by Mrs. 
George Thacher Guernsey, honorary 
president-general of the society; Mrs. 
Charles R. Banks, of New Jersey, vice 
president-general from that State, and 
other prominent members of the s0- 
ciety. 

Both Mrs. Bailie and Mfrs. MacFar- 
land have been served with papers no- 
tifying them of the charges against 
them and the right to appear with 
counsel to defend themselves. 

Mrs. Bailie, it is understood, arrived 
in Washington last night, accompanied 
by her lawyer, George Alger, of New 
York, to appear before the board today, 
but it is said that Mrs: MacFarland 
has notified the officials that she can 
not appear today and her case possibly 
may be postponed. 

In case the charges are proved 
against Mrs. Bailie and Mrs. MacFarland 
they are Hable to reprimand, suspen- 


sion or expulsion from the D. A. R.. 


This action is possible under a disci- 
plinary clause in the constitution of 
the D. A. R., which states that any 
“member disturbing the harmony of 
the national society, injuring its good 
name or hampering it in its work may 
be reprimanded, suspended or ex- 
pelled. 

The national board of management 
of the D. A. R. has the right to pass 
judgment on the charges, but an ap- 
peal may be taken by those against 
whom charges are filed to the annual 
continental congress of the D. A. R. 
It is said Mrs. Bailie, at the time the 
charges were filed against her, declared 
she would so appeal in case the verdict 
of the board was against her. 

The specifications of the charges 
could not be learned last night, but it 
was said they were based in part on 
certain. pamphlets alleged to have 
been circulated a* Mrs. Bailie’s instiga- 
tion and certain speeches she has made 
said to reflect on the D. A. R. and its 
officers, and interviews given to the 
press, : 

Mrs. MacFarland also is said to have 
circulated a. pamphlet which certain 
members of the society held brought 
her within reach of the disciplinary 
clause of the constitution. The matter 
grew out of the alleged blacklist con- 
troversy.

Infuriated by frequent

interruptions 
of the opposition to

Ready to Discard the Briand

oughly informed. 

More than the acceptance of Kellogg 
treaty in substance, the objections of 
France to certain parts of the original 
draft have been ironed out to an ex- 
tent that in no important part will 
there be injected a reservation such as 
suggested by the French government 
in its notes to the United States, it was 
stated. 

It is understood that only one 
change is to be made, and this will be 
in the form of an addition to the pre- 
amble, which will relate to a method 

of dealing with violations.

J. B. Sheridan’s Letters, Read 
to the Commission, Flay 
“Faking Patriots.” 


(Associated Press.) 

Denouncement of the public utility 
iadustry by two men employed to dis- 
seminate publicity for utility companies 
was revealed yesterday in the Federal 
Trade Commission’s investigation. 

Testimony of J. B. Sheridan, of St. 
Louis, director of the Missouri com- 
mittee on public utility information, to- 
gether with documents introduced injo 
the record, showed that Sheridan and 
John M. Colton, of New York, editor of 
a magazine published by the American 
Electric Railway Association, bitterly 
criticized the companies for their prac- 
tices. 

Colton wrote to Sheridan in 1927 that 
the “thing about the utility industry 
that disgusts me is the lying, trimming, 
feking and downright evasion of trust 
or violation of trust that mark the pro- 
gress toward enofmous wealth of some 
of the so-called big men in the in- 
oOustry.” 

In the letter, which was placed into 
the record, Colton added that when he 
saw “these fellows waving the flag I am 
filled with not only disguest but rage, 
for they are anytihng but patriots. 
* * * I would enjoy fighting some 
of these faking patriots through the 
editorial pages of an influential news- 
pe.per.” 


Letters Written by Sheridan. 


Sheridan testified that he wrote Col- 
ton in 1927 congratulating him on his 
protest against a proposed plan of the 
utilities companies and organizations 
to “brand all advocates of Government 
ownership as reds and bolshevists.” 

He also identified a letter he wrote 
telling Colton that the utilities “never 
can make hypocrites and cowards of 
all the people.” 

In the same letter Sheridan said he 
wrote “possession of property breeds 
liars and cowards. The man who in- 
vented private ownership was a mortal 
enemy of the human race.” 

Declaring that he had been director 
of the Missour! committee almost since 
lis inception in 1921, and that prior to 
that he had been a newspaper man in 
St. Louis for about twenty years, Sheri- 
dan testified that he wrote Colton fur- 
ther: “For 30 years I spoke as I felt, 
For five years I held my tongue. Now 
I am to resume the greatest of human 
rights—that of free speech.” 


Prevented Some Lectures. 


In his testimony about his commit- | 


teo’s work Sheridan told that his or- 
ganization had sought to prevent Carml 
D. Thompson, head of the Public Own- 
ership League, from filling a speaking 
contract on a Chautauqua circuit in 
1924, and that a special committee, ap- 
pointed to prevent him from making 
the speeches, discussed the question of 
whether to “annihilate or modify” him 
and the latter course was decided upon, 

Letters also were intorudced into the 
record to show that pressure was 
brought to bear on Keith Vawter, of 
the Redpath-Vawter Chatauqua, and 
that in some places Thompson was pre- 
vented from making his lecture. 

The employment last year of E. J. 
McCaustiand, dean of engineering ov 
the University of Missouri, to make 
speeches at $75 each and expenses at 
three Missouri State Teachers Colleges 
and the payment of $50 to Prof. A, 5S. 
Langsdorf, of Washington University in 
1923 for writing a letter to high school 
superintendents to promote the use Df 
the committee's pamphlets in the insti- 
tutions were other disclosures in Sheri- 
dan’s testimony. 


Pamphlets Put In Schools. 


Sheridan also related that he had 
established contacts with the Univer- 
sity of Missouri and had distributed in 
one year 88,000 pamphlets to high 
schools. 

Questioned about his activities with 
newspapers in Missouri, it was devel- 
oped in the testimony that Sheridan 
was influential in the Missouri Press 
Association, and had succeeded in get- 
ting the utility companies to increase 
their advertising so that the newspa- 
pers would have a more favorable atti- 
tude toward the industry. 

Sheridan testified that when a news- 
paper editor informed him that he was 
not getting enough utility advertising 
business that k* obtained it for the edi- 
tor.

FARM NEEDS TOPIC 
AT ENGINEER SESSION 


Warburton Urges Education 
to Enable Proper Care of 


Agriculture Machinery. 


The need for instructing the farmer 
in the operation and maintenance of 
the modern intricate farm machinery 
and appliances was stressed at the sec- 
ond day of the twenty-second annual 
meeting of the American Society of Ag- 
ricultural Engineers, which will close 
tomorrow night. The meeting yester- 
day was held at the Interior Depart- 
ment auditorium, 

Dr. C. W. Warburton, director of ex- 
tension work of the Department of Ag- 
riculture, declared farmers are buying 
more and more modern farm machin- 
ery and equipment in an effort to over- 
come the high cost of power and labor 
and urged the necessity for educational 
work in handling and repairing equip- 
ment. 

H. H. Musselman, professor of agri- 
cultural engineering at the Michigan 
State College, said adaptation of me- 
chanical power to agriculture is a con- 
stantly changing problem and urged a 
more careful study of the power prob- 
lem and its relation to the farm in- 
dustry. 

O. B. Zimmerman, president of the 
society, stressed the need for long-time 
research to enable agriculture to pro- 
duce for more profit and with lowered 
production costs in his annual address 
at the morning session. Dr. Elwood 
Mead, director of the Reclamation Serv- 
ice of the Department of the Interior, 
spoke on “Jewish Land Settlements in 
Palestine.” Dr. Hermann Schildknecht, 
division of agricultural engineering, Bu- 
reau of Public Roads, Department of 
Agriculture, spoke on “Agricultural En- 
gineering in Europe.’

JIM REED'S STRATEGY. 


It is hard to picture Senator James A. Reed 
as the heir presumptive of William G. McAdoo. 
Reports from Houston convey the impression 
that the Missouri senator is seeking to play 
the same role in the Houston convention that 
Woodrow Wilson’s son-in-law played at Madi- 
son Square Garden. For lack of other leader- 
ship the element in the Democratic party op- 
posed to the nomination of Gov. Smith is 
centering around Reed, and his friends are 
doing everything they can to aid and abet the 
movement. It is from the Reed headquarters 
that the inspired statements are coming, cred- 
iting the opposition to Smith with 457 votes, 
and Reed’s managers are planning the in- 
volved strategy with which they hope once 
more to stop the New York governor. 

It is strange company in which Jim Reed 
now finds himself. Before he became a presi- 
dential candidate the Missourian could have 
found nothing in common with those he now 
seeks to make his allies. He appears to be 
willing now to accept the support of the drys, 
bigots and League of Nations supporters in 
the party. Less than a year ago no man in 
the United States was:more outspoken in his 
denunciation of these same forces. 

It is possible that in other circumstances 
Senator Reed might have proved not only an 
acceptable candidate for his party, but one on 
which it might have united. That outcome is 
impossible this year, for in party fundamentals 
Reed and Smith are close to agreement. The 
latter, however, has demonstrated by far the 
greater strength. Reed’s delegate support is 
negligible in comparison to that which Smith 
commands. Reed could only emerge from 
his present position of minority candidate by 
the use of tactics that would wreck the party. 

There could be no sincerity in the support 
of Reed on the part of the fanatical drys. The 
bigots could not find their ideal in a man who 
has pleaded time and again for tolerance in 
all things. The followers of Woodrow Wilson 
could not make a hero of the man who did as 
much as any other to wreck the Democratic 
President’s League of Nations plan. No man 
could solidify such divergent elements. In 
making the attempt Senator Reed can not 
hope to enhance his own reputation. He ap- 
pears to be sacrificing all else in an effort to 
uphold his reputation as a fighter, but a great 
leader will not wreck his party merely to 
prove his destructive power. 


AMERICAN GOLF CLASSIC. 


Play in the open golf championship which 
starts today over the Olympia Fields course 
at Chicago will be of unusual interest to 
Washington, because of the effort that Tommy 
Armour, Congressional Club professional, will 
make to retain the title he won a year ago.

DRAMA OF THE ITALIA. 


Stirring drama is being enacted in the 
frozen North, where, since the dirigible Italia 
crashed on May 25, Gen. Umberto Nobile and 
five companions have been awaiting rescue. 
When the Italia failed to return to her base 
it was feared that all aboard were lost. There 
followed a period of anxious waiting while 
members of the base party anxiously attempted 
the

ernment prepared to dispatch rescue planes to 
the scene. Finally faint splutterings were re- 
ceived by the radio operator aboard the base 
ship Citta di Milano, and word was flashed 
to the world that possibly the Italia was try- 
ing to establish communication. Finally a 
message came through. Nobile and part of 
his crew were alive, dug in, awaiting rescue. 

Daily the radio has kept the world informed 
of Nobile’s safety. At least one of his com- 
panions was injured, it developed, and the 
need of prompt rescue was imperative. Ice- 
breakers were dispatched to plunge their way 
by force through the ice floes. Dog sledges, 
expertly manned, were made ready to fight 
their way to the Nobile encampment. Aijr- 
planes were dispatched to the area. The 
problem of making progress at this time of 
year is great, however, and Nobile continued 
to be, as far as the outside world is concerned, 
only a lost soul connected to civilization by 
the splutterings of a radio. 

Then the airplanes got under way. Aviators 
trained in flying over far northern regions 
swept the horizon on trip after trip, trying to 
spot the red tent of the Nobile encampment. 
Invariably they came back .discouraged. The 
glare of the sun on the ice, they said, together 
with its rolling surface, makes an accurate 
survey well-nigh impossible. Three times 
rescue planes were seen by Nobile, but each 
time they sailed away before he was able to 
attract their attention. Finally, yesterday 
morning, Maj. Maddalena, Italian aviator, 
spotted the red tent for which he was search- 
ing. Nobile and his companions were dis- 
covered, and their rescue now appears to be 
a certainty. 

When Nobile has been returned to civiliza- 
tion the great mystery as to what happened 
to the Italia will be umraveled. Did en- 
crusted ice force it to the ground? Was it 
an unexpected gust of wind that caused the 
crash? Did the Italia become unmanageable 
because of fuel exhaustion? Nobile’s unhappy 
and unfortunate experience may serve to 
hasten the development of polar flying more 
than a successful conclusion of his adventure 
might have done, for he knows what it is that 
caused this crash, and he will return to tell 
the story. : 

In the meantime, Roald Amundsen, who 
started out Monday night in an airplane to 
assist in the rescue, has dropped from sight, 
and fear is felt for his safety. Amundsen, 
however, is an old and experienced Arctic 
explorer, and it is not in the least likely 
that he has perished. He can take care of 
himself. Like Nobile, he will show up in due 
time. 


ANTISALOON LEAGUE POLITICS. 


The Antisaloon League stands committed 
through statements of F. Scott McBride, gen- 
eral ‘superintendent, and S. E. Nicholson, 
national secretary, to support the Republican 
ticket in the event the Democrats nominate 
Gov. Smith. This declaration in advance of 
the Houston convention is evidently made in 
part to influence the action of the Democrats. 
It is, however, not a conditional pledge. The 
drys leaders have said that it makes no differ- 
ence what attitude the Democratic party may 
take in its platform, the nomination of Gov. 
Smith will be sufficient for it to be exorcised 
by all prohibitionists. 

The position of the dry leaders places the 
Antisaloon League on dangerous ground. Out- 
right commitment to one of the two great 
parties can not be a good thing for an organi- 
zation which has hitherto laid ctaim to im- 
partiality. No nonpartisan body in the history 
of the United States has ever been able to de- 
liver its votes in wholesale fashion. The ex- 
periment has been tried more than once and 
has always ended disastrously. There will con- 
tinue to be diagreement when any such policy 
is proposed. 

The Antisaloon League is pledged to do 
more than throw its support behind the Re- 
publican ticket. According to Dr. Nicholson 
the drys will undertake the most militant 
campaign in their history to defeat Gov. Smith. 
The league intends to raise more than $250,- 
000 to be spent in New York alone for “dry 
education.” Here is another boulder in the 
path of the drys. They have already found 
it more difficult to replenish their exchequer 
than in the days of the prohibition crusade. 
They may think that by making the defeat 
of Gov, Smith the issue they can arouse some 
of the fanaticism which was so useful in un- 
loosing purse strings in other years. But they 
will have divided their list of possible contrib- 
utors by almost half. There are dry Demo- 
crats as well as dry Republicans. They are 
not of necessity drys first and party men after- 
ward. An appeal for financial aid from the 
Antisaloon League will not be answered en-

A few weeks ago 
he had Italy tottering to its fall, with a full- 
fledged antifascist revolution raging and the 
frontiers closed by Mussolini in a hopeless 
effort to keep the world in ignorance of Italy’s 
fate. This week Greece has been reported to 
be undergoing the throes of communist revolu- 
tion. Rebels in the navy seized warships and 


joined the revolutionists. Athens was in the 
grip of the red terror. 

Now comes a statement direct from the 
Greek foreign office, stating that the city Is 
calm and that there is no sign of a revolution. 

What kind of news concerning America is 
concocted by this Vienna romancer, to be 
spread throughout Europe? He has a wealth 
of reports which, properly puffed up and 
spiced, could be made to produce the effect 
of hideous ruin and combustion throughout 
this republic. A gunman fight in Chicago 
surely is as good a basis for a revolution as.a 
spaghetti strike in Athens. 
fight at Kansas City—-what a massacro it 
could be made by the time it reached Vienna! 
The allied armies, marching on Gen. Hoover’s 
forces, met on the buffalo plains of Kansas 
and were mowed down with frightful slaugh 
ter. Gen. Coolidge has fled from the Capital 
and ia said to be in hiding in the impene- 
trable forests of Wisconsin. Gen. Al Smith, 
governor of New York, is moving into Texas 
for a battle with Gen. Jim Reed, the intrepid 
leader of a horde of plainsmen and Indians. 
The communist agitator, Gen. Norris, has cap- 
tured Muscle Shoals and massacred the in 
habitants. Uprisings, fires and street fighting 
are reported in all American cities. Mexican 
troops have taken Nogales and are marching 
on Pittsburgh. 

In the hands of a specialist like the genius of 
Vienna, all news grows big with portent aos it 
travels, and the farther it goes 
devastating it becomes.

THE UPSET RACE CRADLE. 


Races have left their heraldic devices, so 


to speak, upon the walls of the past in every 
country of the earth, and then passed out of 


existence and out of knowledge. No anthro- 


pological or archeological evidences of the ear- 
liest existence of mankind upon the planet has 
brought conviction as to the origin of man, in 
respect either to place or manner. The theory 
of evolution serves a useful purpose and finds 


all the support necessary to make it a working 
hypothesis in explaining how mankind may 
have come up from a unicellular organism. 
Its best informed advocates are the most re- 
luctant to consider it as being as explicit as 
the stages in the House That Jack Built. In 
the myriad evolutions and devolutions of man- 
kind upon the earth—-processes governed not 
a little by alterations of climate—it would be 
strange if the laboratory of nature had turned 
out but one model of man, or man of a single 
determinate biological lineage. This science 
admits. 

The matter of fixing on the cradle of the 
race is of speculative interest more than it is 
a question for scientific ascertainment. But 
as long as it is a question, America has the 
right to put forward its claims for habitability 
in eras of remote antiquity, even if the cradle 
of the race may not be found in this hemi- 
sphere. That cradle has been upset time and 
again by ever fresh discoveries of the relics 
of mankind in the various lands. Four thou- 
sand years is a brief day for humanity, but such 
as it is, this is the time claimed for the pe- 
riod of existence of the basket makers oi the 
Southwest. Even in Illinois there have just 
been turned up the remains of races long an- 
tedating the Indians. 

The Cameron-Cadle expedition to Africa to 
locate the oft-upset race cradle appears to hold 
the view that the Bushmen of the dark conti- 
nent are not many stages removed from the 
primates. Whether by evolution or devolu- 
tion, they are found so primitive, however, 
does not appear. Man’s tendency to run 
downhill is socially even more characteristic 
than his forward urge. Whatever may be the 
results of this expedition’s enterprise, the fact 
seems to be that here in America the age of 
earliest man is in process of being pushed 
back not only by centuries but by aeons. 


POUGHKEEPSIE’S REGATTA. 


The annual Poughkeepsie intercollegiate 


regatta is always a colorful event. Of late 
years close to 100,000 rowing enthusiasts have 
gathered along the shore of the Hudson to 
watch the crack college crews of the country 


struggle to win the race that establishes the 
American college championship. This year 
the race may not have been as colorful as 
usual. Rain poured down all day, and fem- 
inine finery was hidden beneath any water- 
shedding garments that were to be procured. 
The lack of color, however, was more than 
compensated for by the race itself. California’s 
eight huskies came out of the West to beat 
Columbia, favorite of the East, and in the 
process clipped 17 seconds off a record that 
has stood for 27 years. 

It was a great race. Since 1923, when the 
University of Washington sent its boat down 
the course in front, the West has had a 8 to 2 
edge on victories. Washington repeated its 
victory in 1924. The Navy won in 1925. 
Washington again won in 1926, and in 1927 
the Columbia crew came down in front. Hope 
was pinned on the Columbia boat to even the 
score for the East. The New York huskies 
rowed a good race, as is demonstrated by the 
fact that California had to establish a new 
record to beat them. 

In the Junior Varsity and Freshmen races, 
the East placed one, two, three; the Naval 
Academy boats in both cases coming across 
the finish line in front, with Cornell and 
Syracuse following in order. From _ these 
crews the varsity boatings of next year will 
be largely recruited, so the East’s outlook for 
1929 is encouraging. In the meantime, how- 
ever, rowing interest centers upon the forth- 
coming Olympic trials to be held on the 
Schuylkill. Judging from the race rowed at 
Poughkeepsie, a formidable American Olympic 
, boat will be sent to Amsterdam,

WHO FOUND US? 

Claims to the discovery of America, 
observes the Detroit News, have been 
made by Spain, Italy, China, Scandi- 
navia, sections of Africa, Portugal and 
Claims of the latter country 
were based on the story told in an old 
Welsh song entitled, “Llongau Madog,” 
meaning, “The Ships of Madog.”

“It was the last link in a chain of 
proof, showing that Welshmen visited 
the Southwest at least 200 years before 
the landing of Columbus, and were 
assimilated by the Indian tribes of 
New Mexico and Arizona.” 

He proceeds to state that, from in- 
vestigations he has made, the Welsh 
were the only people in the thirteenth 
century who made iron articles and 
put the date on them. He concludes 
by referring to Cree words, which are 
practically identical with their Welsh 
equivalents.

Mrs. Gertrude Schroeder Files 
Reply in Lippe-Lipski 
Alienation Case. 


CHARGES MANY PARTIES 


Mrs. Gertrude Schroeder, who has 
been named defendant in a suit for 
$100,000 by her sister, the Princess 
Elaine von der Lippe-Lipski, who 
charges Mrs. Schroeder with alienating 
the affection of the prince, a former 
page of the Czar of Russia, last night

The differences between the sisters, 
according to Mrs. Schroeder, occurred 
following the granting of a divorce ob- 
tained recently by her sister against 
the. prince, 

During the divorce proceedings, tes- 
timony was introduced alleging the 
princess trailed the prince to Mrs 
Schroeder’s apartment in New York on 
the night of October 19, 1923, found 
the nobleman’s clothes in the bedroom 
after the prince is alleged to have fled 
from the apartment. 

Mrs. Schroeder denied allegations 
that the prince fled from her apart- 
ment clad only in a raincoat. 

Mrs. Schroeder declared she is not 
attempting to drag her sister's name 
into the mire, but offered affidavits 
charging the princess with having 
staged several “parties” with a promi- 
nent Washingtonian while living here, 
merely as an answer to her sister's suit 
for alienation of affection.

HY does the woodpeckers peck 
wood? It is not just for fun, 


\ though I suppose the bird has 


& joy of its own all the while. The 
Purpose is usually to bore initio the 
tree to find insects und insects’ eggs. 

Many !rsects have the habit of getting 
beneath berk to hide away or to lay 
eggs. Other insccts bore into the wood 

@nmd are a danger to the tree. Wood- 
peckers do good work when they de- 
Stroy these insects. 


A Woodpecker. 
It is an odd fact that woodpeckers 
Zometimes peck in order to attract 
their mates. They have no song, and 
this is their manner of calling atten- 
tion to themselves. Such pecking is 
much louder than the usual bore for 

insects. 
Woodpeckers also bore holes in order 


WOODPECKERS. ‘ 


to make nests for themselves. These 
commonly go straight in for a few 
inches and then bend downwatd. At 
the bottom the hole is de much 
wider, so that the two birds will have 
plenty of room for sitting on the eggs. 
Thus do they make themselves and 
their young safe from enemies during 
the nesting season. 

Besides pecking holes in tree trunks, 
woodpeckers bore into stumps, logs, 
fence posts and telephone poles. Some 
members of the family are fond of 
ants. Woe to the ant hill where one 
of these birds set to work. Beechnuts 
and acorns are favorite food of wood- 
peckers. Some have been found to 
store away these nuts for use during 
the winter. The nute are shoved into 
holes which have been bored for the 
purpose. 

If you will examine the feet of a 
woodpecker, you will find that they are 
shaped differently than those of most 
birds. They do not have three toes 
opposite to the short “thumb” too. In- 
stead there are two toes in front and 
two behind. This kind of foot makes 
it possible for the bird to cling to the 
bark while pecking holes. 

I think that of the entire wood- 
pecker family, we must give the prize 
for beauty to the red-head. He cer- 
tainly has a handsome coat. Crim- 
son feathers cover his head and neck, 
while the rest of his plumage is largely 
steel-blue and white.

TO REMOVE DARK HAIR 
5 ON THE ARMS 

“F,. HAVE a letter from a girl 19 who 1s 

I “simply distracted” because of the 
‘| heavy dark hair on her arms, and 

especially the forearms. She says she 


can never wear short sleeves, nor even’ 


roll up her sleeves without embarrass- 
ment. She asks if there is any safe 
Way to remove the hair without having 
it return thicker than ever. 

While’ it seems to me that this young 
woman may be a trifle oversensitive 
yet I can appreciate her feeling. The 
solution to her problem is a simple one, 
though a somewhat tedious one, if she 
is intent on actually removing the hair. 

The easy course would be to make 
the hair inconspicuous by bleaching 
it. There are many good bleaches on 
the market. Sponging the arms every 
Gay with peroxide will gradually turn 
the hair to a light golden color and, in 
time, will weaken and thin the growth. 

To remove the hair I advise a com- 
Dination of bleaching agents and the 
use of tollet pumice. Application of 


J 


the bleach should be made every night 
after the arms have been thoroughly 
cleansed. The bleach should be allow- 
ed to dry on the skin. Before retiring, 
either old-fashioned cotton gloves with 
the hands removed or a pair of cotton 
stockings with the feet cut off may be 
drawn over the arms if the bleach em- 
ployed is apt to stain the bed linen. 

In the morning the arms should be 
washed with hot water and a pure soap. 

After seven or eight days of this 
treatment the hairs will be weakened 
tc a point where, ordinarily, they can 
be’removed with pumice. Either a cake 
of toilet pumice or a piece of fine pum- 
ice stone may be employed. The arms 
should be moistened pDefore the pumice 
is used. The arms should be rubbed 
with a rotary motion, smoothly and 
firmly, especial care being taken not to 
bruise or break the skin. Cold cream 
or a soothing salve should be applied 
to the arms after. rubbing with the 
pumice. 

The hair will grow back, of course. 
Then the treatment will have to be re- 
peated.

How- 
ever, these are homes that would wel- 
come a conscientious young woman 
even with a baby, and this is your one 
hope.

TURNIP GREENS MAKE BOW TO 
ROYALTY. 

UR old friends, collards and 
O nip greens, are finding them- 

selves among royalty. G. W. Biuir- 
ton nresents them at court. They now 
associite on terms of equality witha 
those foods rich in vitamins A, B and 
U, the very creme de la creme of 
nighfalutin’ foods. We pay all defer- 
ence to foods rich in these three 
vitamins. What is more to the point, 
ve pay good money for them, We 
advise the people to eat them, saying 
they are worth what they cost. 

One reason for the repeated refer- 
ences to turnip greens and collards in 
this column is that these greens grow 
out of doors and keep green during 
cold weather. In fact, in the South, 
collards grow all winter long, requir- 
ing no protection of any sort in the 
Gulf States, and little more in Ten- 
nessee, Kentucky, the Carolinas and 
Jirginia. 

Oz all the vitamins, that which is 
designated as “C,” the antiscorbutic 
vitamin, stands storage least well. A 
veget.ble that supplies vitamin C and 
whic can be gathered each day for 
that day’s use during the winter has 
a greit advantage. 


G. W. Burton tested turnip greens 
und collards for vitamins A, B and C, 
end found all present in satisfactory 
amounts, Vitamin A is the one for 
which we drink milk and eat butter 
especially. It is a fat soluble substance 
required for growth; Vitamin B also is 
knowt. aS a growth vitamin.

1. Nosebleed in cnildren is a frequent 
disorder. It is not as serious as it 
seems. Can you have his adenoids and 
his nose examined? One of the most 
frequent causes of nosebleed in chil- 
dren is enlarged adenoids. Operation 
on the adenoids usually stops the nose- 
bleed. 

In some instances an examination of 
the nose by a physician will show the 
vessel from which the bleeding occurs. 
Cauterizing this vessel stops the at- 
tacks. 

As a rule it is not difficult to stop 
nosebleed in a child. Merely pinch off 
the nostrils and have the child lean 
forward and quietly breathe through 
his mouth until the blood clots in his 
nose.

THE ANSWERS, 

| 1, One Heart. The worthless single- 
|ton makes No Trump inadvisable. In 
determining whether tc bid a Spade 
| (the highest-valued of the three strong 
| Sults), a Heart (the stronger of the two 
Majors), or a Diamond (the strongest 
suit of the three, but a Minor), the de- 
cision is given in favor of the stronger 
of the two Majors. After the Heart bid, 
if North bid Clubs, South should bid 
No Trumps; if an opponent bid Clubs, 
South would double informatively. The 
hand is so strong that any initial bid is 
likely to stand; the Club strength may 
be divided between the other two hands 


so that no one has a Club bid That is 
why it would not be safe to bid one 
Diamond. There might be a tempta- 
tion to start with the higher valued 
Major so as to be able to show the 
lower valued major later, but there is 
little chance of any following bid ex- 
cept Clubs, and the Club bid can be 
handled just as well if the Dealer start 
by bidding a Heart us it could if he 
start by bidding a Spade. 

2. Double or two Hearts. With three 
stoppers in the adverse suit and great 
strength in two other suits, a No Trump 
is very tempting; hut the worthless 
singleton makes it inadvisable Two 
Hearts might seem to be the obvious 
bid, but with a dependable partner @ 
camouflage double may result satisfac- 
torily. If the partner have four Hearts 
it will produce a desirable Heart bid; if 
the partner bid Clubs, this hand could 
bid No Trumps with reasonable safety. 
Camouflage doubles should not be used 
unless their workings are thoroughly 
understood by the partner. 

3. Double; a declaration which pic- 
tures the hand beautifully, although it 
does not show its full strength. Of 
course after the partner has passed ini- 
tially, an informatory double requires 
greater strength than the minimum 
which would justify it when partner 
has not been heard from, but this hand 
has two or three high cards more than 
the strength requisite for a double after 
partner has passed.

on July 11 to represent this country in 
the Olympics at Amsterdam. 

The Old Liners will not suspend 
training for the remainder of the week, 
however, but will take a light limber- 
ing up drill today and tomorrow. The 
team will not move on to Baltitnore un- 
til 1:30 o'clock Saturday afternoon, just 
two hours before the game. The team 
Will take luncheon at College Park and 
then leave by bus for Fa'timore. A 
convoy of Maryland State police will 
escort the players over the entire route. 


With the exception of the usual 
wear and tear of playing a hard 
game, Maryland emerged from the 
«lash with Navy at Central Migh 
Schoo! Stadium last Saturday with 
its players in good condition. The 
same line-up which started against 
Navy will take the field against 
Hopkins. 


The game will bring together two of 
the greatest goal keepers in collegiate 
ranks and will go a long ways in de- 
termining which of the two, if either, 
gain All-American recognition, Gabby 
Street, the Maryland goal keepcr, and 
Finn, who guards the net for Hopkins, 
have been’ gencrally rated as the best 
in the game.

The lacrosse 
committee, which is composed of men 
throughout the East who are experts 
on the gaine, will name the All-Ameri- 
can team a short time after Satur- 
day's game, it is expected.

There will be dinners and side trips 
for the boys, and everything possible 
to give them a memorable time is 
being arranged by the American Boy 
Magazine which, in conjunction with 
The Washington Post and other news- 
papers, is sponsoring the contest 
through the Airplane Model League of 
America.

POPE BESTOWS HONOR 
UPON BISHOP SHAHAN 


Names Retiring Catholic Uni- 
versity Rector Assistant Prel- 
ate to Pontifical Throne. 


Rome, June 20 (A.P.).—Megr. Thomas 
Joseph Shahan, titular bishop of Ger- 
manicopolis and widely known educa- 
tor, has been named assistant bishop 
to the pontifical throne by a decree 
appearing today. Mgr. Shahan has been 
rector of the Catholic University of 
America, at Washington, since 1909. 


The naming of Bishop Shahan as 
assistant bishop to the pontifical 
throne does not mean he will go to 
Rome, as the title is honorary. This 
is a special mark of distinction to 
bishops, Catholic University officials 
said yesterday, and gives them a special 
status in Rome. Should the bishop be 
present at ceremonials in Rome he be- 
comes a personal attendant of the 
Pope. 

Bishop Shahan Officially retired as 
rector of Catholic University in March, 
but is continuing in the rectorate until 
his successor is appointed. The an- 
nouncement of a successor will be made 
in‘ Rome. The bishop publicly was 
commended by the Right Rev. Michael 
Curley, Archbishop of Baltimore, for 
his outstanding contributions to Catho- 
lic education and learning in America 
at the commencement exercises of the 
university last week. It was announced 
then that Bishop Shahan would de- 
vote the remainder of his life to the 
completion of the National Shrine of 
the Immaculate Conception at Catho- 
lic University.

HESSE ISSUES ORDER 
RULING FIREWORKS 


Dangerous Types Forbidden 
by Police Chief; List of 
Those Permitted. 


“Rigid city-wide enforcement” of the 
new regulation governing sale and dis- 
charge of fireworks was ordered by Maj. 
Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent of po- 
lice, yesterday. His order says that the 
new rule is designed to permit wider 
use of “what are believed to be harm- 


less fireworks,” and says “prosecution 
should be instituted in all cases of 
persons using the class of fireworks 
which are specifically prohibited.” The 
regulation provides: 

“That no person shall in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia sell, deliver, dis- 
charge or set. off firecrackers of any 
description; torpedoes, roman candles, 
skyrockets, devil chasers, sons of guns, 
bombs, or any other fireworks which 
contain powder or other explosive com- 
position, except where the occasion may 
be one of public celebration, and where 
permit for same has been issued by the 
fire marshal.” 

Sale, possession and use, if permitted, 
however, of sparklers, torches, box fire, 
fountains, dip sticks, nmonpoisonous 
snakes, colored lights, toy pistols of 
friction type and toy pistols of auto- 
matic type.

William F. Ham, president of the 


Washington Railway & Electric Co., 
yesterday turned a public hearing on 
continuation of free transfers at Fif- 
teenth and H streets northeast, into a 
discussion of a motorbus fare increase 
from that point out Bladensburg Road. 

Five years ago the car company 
sought to replace trolley cars in Blad- 
ensburg road with buses. An agree- 
ment was entered into to charge fares 
the same as those charged on street 
cars and exchange free transfers be- 
tween buses and cars at that point. 
The agreement expired April 11 but the 
transfer arrangement was not dis- 
turbed pending outcome of merger ne- 
gotiations. 

When Congress deferred action on 
the merger the public utilities com- 
misssion set yesterday as the time for a 
public hearing on the question of 
whether the transfer arrangement 
should be continued by order of the 
commission. 


Ham’s New Program, 


At the hearing Ham not only asked 
that his company be permitted to 
charge 2 cents for a transfer, but 
asked also that the bus company, sub- 
sidiary to his street car company, be 
permitted to raise its rates even for 
passengers not taking transfers. 

The present fare is 8 cents cash or 
a 6 2-3-cent street car token. Ham 
asked authority to increase the fare to 
10 cents cash, or three rides for 25 
cents. 

The 10-cent cash fare, paid on the 
bus, would entitle the rider to a free 
transfer, but to get a transfer from 
a street car to a bus, the passenger 
would have to pay two cents.
